Revealed — 


NEWSPAPERS are now permitted after six months to reveal 
that on September 2, the day. before the outbreak of war, a former Ger- 
man bombing pilot, who for several years had been one of the chief 
scientists employed in a famous British airplane factory, was taken from 


his London home on the instructions of Scotland 


internment camp. 


He is Dr. Gustay Victor Lachmann, generally considered t 


be one of the greatest acronautical engincers in the world. 


He was consulting engineer to the Handley Page Company, 


at their huboratory at Edgware, 


and as such had been engaged on 


building secret, bombers for the British Government. 


In 1934 he was responsible for 
a bomber which for a. consider- 
able time was on the sceret list 
of the R.A.P. The machine em- 
bodied many new ideas, and only 
the most trusted of men were 


allowed to go near it. 

After extensive tests the plane 
was adopted by the R.A.F., and Dr, 
Lachmann received the congratula- 
tlons of high officinis of the Air 
Ministry for his brilliant work. 

He went to England about ten 
years ago at the invitation of Mr. 

tndiey Page,-who had-read- a lecture 
Dr. Lachmann had given in Germany 
on the ndvantages which the “slotted 
wing” gave to an airplane. 

At that time, Mr. Handley Page 


“| was himself working on a design for 


a slotted wing. After rending Dr, 
Lachmann's lecture he asked him to 
co-operate in developing the device, 
and Dr. Lachmann consented. 


Airplane. production fn Germany 
was then serlously hampered by the 
Treaty of Versailles, but in England 
Dr. Lachmann was able to develop 
his {deas in conjunction with Mr. 
Handley Page, and their slotted wing 
device hus since become ‘almost a 
standard flting. : 


Dr, Lachmann is a man of about 
forty-five years of age, tall, and of 
striking appearance. On the side of

Three Germanys 

_ Most people outside of Germany, 
and no doubt many inside, know 
‘the Nazi oflictuls for what they are, 
a horde of blatant carecrists wha 
make living out of the “cause” 
and have made a good thing of it. 
They have inherited or taken up 
the imperialistic spirit which has 
long been a German characteristic, 
but they are a different type of 
men from those who plunged the 
world into war twenty-five yeurs 
ago. 

An Austrian who is now a 
refugee in London draws a sharp 
line. of_distinction_ between the 
two, It was the imperialistic 
mentality of the ruling classes of 
Prussin before 1914, he says, 
which was the principal reason 
for the outbreak of the Great War. 
It is again a ruling minority which 
has brought about this second 
disaster, but now the prominent 
leaders of the Nazi party, as well 
ax its. most ardent adherents, 
nearly all belong to the lower 
middle-class, There’ are far too 
many middle-class people striving 
for the so-called better jobs, and 
their envy of this country is partly 
due to the opportunities which the 
Empire gives to young men of 
their class. . ; 

On the other hand, the German 
workmen and = peasants — care 
nothing about Empire-building. 
Therefore if war is to be averted 
in the future, government must be 
placed in the hands of the peaco 
loving masses, and the imperialist 
minority must -be convinced that 
they are unfit to govern other 
people, : 

. Another contributor to this con- 
troversy is Dr, Edwyn Bevan. He 
says that there are not two factors 


{n Germany, the Nazi Government ; 


and the German people. There 
are three factors; first, the ruling 
Nazia, who hate freedom and 
trample on the wenk.. They oxist- 
ed long before the rise of Hitler. 
The. second: -cloment -is- really 
clvilised and liberal in fecling and 
outlook. 1f this element came into 
control again we might have a 
Germany _ which would be a 
friendly and helpful membor of a 
followship of nations. 

_The third clement, probably the 
‘bulk of the German people, is a 
docile and credulous mass,. casily 
swayed \ by. tho’ Government in 
power. If the Nazi Government 
wore replaced-by a liberal one, the 
docile mass might quite well eup-" 
port it; for one chnractoristic. of 
this. mass Is to bo-inclined to think

Efforts, to confirm in Municipal 
Council circles this report in the 
Japanese daily have been unsuccesse 
ful, but it fs underatood that certain 
changea in. election procedure were 
agreed to by the Muntcipal Council 
oficlals, the Shanghat Times says. 


Although the Japanese have not 
indlented whether they will attempt 
fo increase Japanese representation 
on the Council, in the coming year, 
there is u belief that additional re- 
presentation will be -sought because 
of the Snercased Japanese population 
within the jurisdiction of the Muni- 
cipal Council, the paper further says.

Appcal To Pcople 

The Finance Minister to-day issued 
an appeal to the people for per- 
severence and co-operation. He 
pointed out that the present 1¢form 
should attain the four objects of 
equalising the burden, harmonising 
economie life, increasing revenue and 
simplifying taxation. Describing the 
reform as the most ambitious attempt 
in the history of Japan’s taxation, 
Mr. Sakurauchl. said that its exccu- 
tion would result jn considerable in- 
creases in the burden on the people, 

The “Holy Campaign” 

A four-point resolution urging 
complete attainment of the objective 
of the China Campaign was adopted 
by a group of M.P.’s representing 
varlous politicnl parties who to-day 
formed themselves into a “League of 
M.P.'s for the Complete Exccution of 
the Holy Campaign.”

Much Weaker 


WELLINGTON, Mar. 25 (Reuter). 
—-A bulletin Issued here at 9 p.m. 
states that the Rt Hon, Mr. M. J. 
Savage, the Prime Minister, is much 
weuker. 

The Labour Party Conference to- 
day passed a resolution expressing 
thelr sympathy and high sppreciation 
of Mr. Savage's work as the leader 
of the Party andthe first Labour 
Prime Minisier of New Zealand 
, _Was Once Miner : 

A miner's rise to fame is recalled 
by the: nnnouncement of Premler 
Savage's prave illness. 

Like many other men who have 
graduated to the Labour political 
movement, Mr. M. J. Savage, lender 
of the New Zealand Labour Party, and 
Prime Minlster, was jn his younger 
days a ininer.. 

Born in 1672, a native of Victoria, 
Australia, he is the son of a small 
farmer near Benella. At the age of 
14, he obtained the leaving certificate 
of the local school and took a posi- 
tion as shop fant in a general 
bstore at Benell : 

After the big bank crash of 1893, 
he was one of the many young 
Victorians who went to New South 
Wales seeking work, ang he secured 

mployment on one of the stations of 
Sir Samuel] McCaughey. 

Returning to Victoria in 1900, he 
worked in a deep alluvial mine at 
‘North Prentice, .near Rutherglen. 
Here, he first became interested in 
the © co-operative movement and 
organised*a co-operative store and 
bakery. Here it was, too, that he first 
became interested in politics. 

Left Australia In 1902. 
«He became secretary of the North 
Prentice Political Labour Council. In 
1902, he went to New Zealand, where 
he settled permanently at Auckland. 

He soon became a prominent mem- 
ber of Auckland--:Labour politics, 
being elected to several local’ bodies, 
fie was first elected.to the House of 
Representatives for Auckland West in 
1810. 

Mr. Savage is not the spectacular 
type of leader. A calm and deliberate 
speaker, he led his party ably in the 
House. His victory, following the 

lectoral campaign of 1935, resulted in 
the formation of his first Cabinet. 

He was very popular with the party 
und it is sald ‘that no previous Labour 
leader has been served so loyally by 
che rank and ‘file. He succeeded to 
-the—leadership—following—the—death 

. Holland in 1933. 

Mr. yvage represented New 
Zealand ‘at the 1926 conference of the 
British Empire Parllamentary Asso- 
elation held in Australla. 

When he became Premier, Mr. 
Savage: shared his ministerial home 
with a Herne Bay family, with whom 
he had lived continuously since his 
arrival in- Auckland 20 years 
previously. ~ 

They were Mr. and Mrs, French 
and their children. Mr. French was 
cne of the survivors of the wreck of 
the Union liner Wairarapa on Great 
Barrier Island many years ago. - i 

“One cannot lve with people for all 
those years without a common bond 
being established,” said Mr, Savage 
on the day he was invited: to form his 
Cabinet. “I should feel lost without 
the companionship of .such friends.” 

A bachelor, Mr. Savage then an- 
nounced that he was arranging “for 
the good people who have looked 
after me" to joln him in Wellington.

‘and no doubt many ihaide, know 
the Nazi officials for what they are, 
a horde of blatant careerists who 
make a living out of the “onuse” 
and have made a good thing of it. 
They have inherited .or taken up 
the ‘imperialistic spirit which has 
long been a German characteristic, 
but they are a different type of 
men from those who plunged the 
world into war twenty-five years 
ago. ‘ 

An Austrian who is now a 
refugee in London draws a sharp 
line of distinction between — the 
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two:—It-—- was—the 
mentality of the ruling elasses of 
Prussin before ‘1914, he says, 
which was the principal reason 
for the outbreak of the Great War. 
It is again a ruling minority which 
has brought about this second 
disaster, but now the -prominent 
leaders of the Nazi party, as svell 
as its most ardent adherents, 
nearly all belong to the lower 
middle-class. There are far too 
many middle-class people striving 
for the so-called better jobs, and 
their envy of this country is partly 
due to the opportunities which the 
Empire gives to young men of 
their class, 

On the other hand, the German 
workmen and - peasants care 
nothing about Empire-building. 
Therefore if war is to be avorted 
in the future, government must bo 
placed in the hands of the peace 
loving masses, and the imperialist 
minority must be convinced that 
they are unfit to govern other 
people. , 

Another contributor to this con- 
troversy is Dr, Edwyn Bevan. He 
says that there are not two factors 
in Germany, the Nazi Government 
nnd the German people. -There 
are three factors; firas, the ruling 
Nazis, who hate freedom and 
trample on the weak. They oxist- 
ed long bofore tho rise of Hitler. 
The. second oloment is really 
civilised and liberal in feeling and 
outlook.

Like many other men who have 
graduated to the Labour political 
movement, Mr. M. J. Savage, leader 
of the New Zealand Labour Party, and 
Prime Minister. was in his younger 
days a miner. 

Born in 1872, a native of Victoria, 
Australia, he is the son of a small 
farmer near Benella. At the age of 
14, he obtained the leaving certificate 
of ‘the local school and ‘took a posl- 
tion as shop assistant in a .geheral 
store at Benelli. 

After the big bank crash of 1893, 
he was one of the many youn 
Victorinns who went to New South 
Wales seekingg work, and he secured 
employment on one of the stations of 
Sir Samuel MeCauyhey. 

Returning to Victoria in 1900, he 
worked in a deep alluvial mine at 
North Prentice, near. Rutherglen. 
Here, he first became interested in 
the co-operative movement and 
organised a co-operative store. and 
bakery. Here it was, too, that he first 
became interested In politics, 

Loft Australia In 1902 

He became secretary of the North 
Prentice Political Labour Coyinell. In 
1902, he went to New Zealand, where 
he settled permanently at Auckland. 

He soon becume a prominent mem- 
ber of Auckland Labour _ politics, 
being clected to several local bodies. 
He wus first clected to, the House of 
Representatives for Auckland West in 
19r9, e 
Mr. Savage is not the spectacular 
ype of leader. A calm and deliberate 

r, he Ied his party ably in the 

His victory, following, the 

ectoral Gumpaign of 1935, resulted in 
the formation of his first Cabinet. 

He was very popular with the party 
und it ls sald that no previous Labour 
Jeuder has_been served _so_loyally. by. 
che rank and file. He succeeded to 
the leadership following the death 
of Mr, HL E. Holland in 1933, 

Mr. .Savage represented New 
Zealand at the 1926 conference of the 
3ritish Empire Parliamentary Asso- 
elation held in Australia. 

When he became Premier, Mr. 
Savage shared his ministerlal home 
with a Herne Bay family, with whom 
he had lived continuously since his 
arrival in Auckland 20 years 
previously, 

They were Mr. and Mrs, French 
and their children. Mr. French was 
one of the survivors of the wrecic of 
ihe Union liner Wairarapa on Great 
Barrier Island many years-aygo. -- 

“One cannot live with people for all 
those years without a common bond 
being established,’ said Mr, Snovage 
on the day he was invited to form his 
Cabinet. “I should fecl lost without 
the companionship of such friends.”

Most people outside of Germany, 
and no doubt many inside, know 
the Nazf officials for what they are, 
a horde of blatant carecrists who 
make a living 6ut of the “cause” 
and have made a good thing of It. 
They have inherited or taken up 
the imperialistic spirit which has 
long been « German characteristic, 
but they are a different type of 
men from those who plunged the 


} world into war twenty-five yenra 


ago. s 
An Austrian who is now a 
refugee in London draws a sharp 
line of distinction -bctween the 
two. It was the imperialistic 
montnlity of the ruling classes of 


-Prussia—~ before —1914,-- ho— says, 


which was the principal ‘reason 
for the outbreak of the Great War. 
It Js again a ruling minority which 
has brought about this second 
disaster, but now the prominent 
leadera of the Nazi party, as well 
as its most ardent adherents, 
nearly all belong to the lower 
middle-clnss, There are far too 
many middle-class people striving 
for the so-called better jobs, and 
their onvy of this country is partly 


_| due to the opportunities which the 


Empire gives to young men of 
thefr class. : 
On the other hand, the German 
workmen and peasants care 
nothing abqut Empire-building. 
Therefore if war is to be averted 
in the future, government must be 
placed in the hands of the peaco 
loving masses, nnd the imperialist 
minority must bo convinced that 
they are unfit to govern othor 
people. : 
Another contributor to thia con- 
trovorsy is Dr, Edwyn Bevan. Ho 
snys that there are not two factors 
in Germiiny, the Nazi Government 
and the German people. There 
aro threo factors; first, the ruling 
Nazis, who ‘hate freedom and 
tramplo on the weak. Thoy oxist- 
ed long before the riso of. Hitlor.
